o f $93 o r mo re. 
Fo r ex ample, take a married man with two children 
earning ex actly $1 4 ,1 00. His Federal inco me tax , if it were 
fig ured o n the amo unt left after his $8 25 So cial Security tax 
has been withheld, wo uld be $1 54 less. His So cial Security 
tax , if it were based o n inco me remaining after the 
Federal inco me tax is withheld, wo uld be $93 less. 
The Federal g o v ernment, o f co urse, do esn’t see thing s 
quite that way in apply ing bo th tax es to the same inco me. 
It has alway s tax ed as “ inco me” the emplo y e’s share o f 
the So cial Security tax . One ratio nale fo r this is that SS 
retirement benefits are far g reater, because o f the em­ 
plo y er matching co ntributio n, than the emplo y e’s SS tax 
pay ments, and the benefits are no t tax ed.

Finding it distractive attire, he directed his plant foreman to tell her 
to go home immediately and come back wearing something more 
proper - or else. Accepting the “ or else” literally, Vickie took the 
initiative and quit her job. When she applied for unemployment 
benefits, however, she was turned down. 
“ You can collect unemployment benefits only if you left your em­ 
ployment for good cause,” she was told. “ And, you didn’t have good 
cause.” 
“ I sure did," was Vickie’s answer. “ An employer can’t just tell an 
employe what she can or cannot wear. The fact is, I wore my hot pants 
around the plant all summer without any evidence that I caused any 
distraction or disruption among any of my fellow employes. Since hot 
pants are proper attire and since I wasn’t allowed to wear them, I had 
a right to quit. It was pure male chauvinism.’’ 
The dispute ended up in court. 
IF YOU W ER E THE JUD GE, would you permit Vickie and her hot 
pants to collect unemployment benefits? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held, in effect, while 
there was no evidence that Vickie’s hot pants had caused any 
distraction or disruption among her coemployes, it was sufficient that 
her employer found them distractive - and not suitable Thus, con­ 
cluded the judge, Vickie did not quit her job for sufficient reason to 
entitle her to collect unemployment benefits.

Age of brass bed 
determines care

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — What do you recommend for polishing 
a brass bed? Is there something one can put on the brass 
after polishing to prevent it from tarnishing? I would cer­ 
tainly like to know and thank you. — BETTY. 
DEAR BETTY — If yours is a new brass bed it is 
doubtless already lacquered to prevent tarnish so would 
only need to be wiped off with a soft, dry cloth. Mine is an 
old one and I had it professionally polished after some paint 
was removed and then lacquer was applied. With years of 
use plus someone mistakenly using polish, that protective 
finish wore away. After it was cleaned and polished with a 
commercial brass cleaner available at hardware stores 
and supermarkets, I sprayed on two coats of lacquer, dry­ 
ing between each of them. I held newspaper back of the 
part being sprayed to protect things nearby. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the canners of dietetic 
foods who charge such outlandish prices for their products They 
know diabetics, etc., have to have it and will buy. I have canned 
fruit myself and it is much better flavored when no sweetener is 
added but just cooked in its own juices. — CURTY. 
DEAR POLLY — My sister is in the hospital and her elbows 
were becoming sore from lying down and from sitting up to read. 
To remedy this I made her a pair of “ Elbow Softeners” from four 
circles of soft material, stuffed with cotton and sewed together 
around the edges. Two short pieces of elastic were covered with 
lace and then the ends of an elastic piece sewed to the front side 
of a circle on opposite sides. This way her hand can slip right 
through the lace covered elastic that is pushed right up to her 
elbow. This also would be helpful to many Senior Citizens. —

DEAR POLLY — For over 25 years I have saved the water in 
which potatoes were cooked to make gravy (poured into a small 
pan until ready to make the gravy). Now I also use some of it to 
mash the potatoes instead of turning on the gas to heat milk. I use 
dry milk in the hot water and find the potatoes stay hot longer. — 
ANN. 
DEAR POLLY — I have discovered a quick and convenient 
way to give medicine to my infant son. I thoroughly clean with 
hot soap and water and boil a small bottle (the kind nose drops or 
eye drops come in) and then put the required amount of medicine 
in it. Cover the bottle by pulling a nipple over it and baby sucks 
the medicine out with no mess and little bother. — SANDI. 
DEAR SANDI — How I wish I had thought of this years ago. It 
always seemed to me that my babies missed half the medicine in 
a spoon. Be certain though the bottle is sterilized and has no 
traces of other medicine in it.

bank 
funds in making two alleged il­

contributions. 
The trial continues today. 
One indictment refers to the 
$7,500 
contribution 
allegedly 
made under the guise of a 
bonus to Zatezalo. The other is 
an alleged $300,000 contribution 
to the Regular Democrats dur­ 
ing the 1970 Jackson County 
primary election in the guise of 
a loan. 
Zatezalo testified he went to 


work for the bank in 1965 after 
Houtchens got him the job. He 
said he had no previous ex­

Vickie had a figure that could have befuddled the greatest 
mathematician. The only one she befuddled, however, was the 
president of the corporation for which she worked when he spotted her 
wearing hot pants. 
Finding it distractive attire, he directed his plant foreman to tell her 
to go home immediately and come back wearing something more 
proper -- or else Accepting the “ or else” literally, Vickie took the 
initiative and quit her job. When she applied for unemployment 
benefits, however, she was turned down. 
"You can collect unemployment benefits only if you left your em­ 
ployment for good cause," she was told. “ And, you didn’t have good 
cause.” 
“ I sure did,’ was Vickie’s answer. “ An employer can’t just tell an 
employe what she can or cannot wear. The fact is, I wore my hot pants 
around the plant all summer without any evidence that I caused any 
distraction or disruption among any of my fellow employes Since hot 
pants are proper attire and since I wasn’t allowed to wear them, I had 
a right to quit. It was pure male chauvinism." 
The dispute ended up in court. 
IF YOU W ER E THE JUD GE, would you permit Vickie and her hot 
pants to collect unemployment benefits? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held, in effect, while 
there was no evidence that Vickie’s hot pants had caused any 
distraction or disruption among her coemployes, it was sufficient that 
her employer found them distractive -- and not suitable Thus, con­ 
cluded the judge, Vickie did not quit her job for sufficient reason to 
entitle her to collect unemployment benefits.

DEAR POLLY — What do you recommend for polishing 
a brass bed? Is there something one can put on the brass 
after polishing to prevent it from tarnishing0 I would cer­ 
tainly like to know and thank you. — BETTY. 
DEAR BETTY — If yours is a new brass bed it is 
doubtless already lacquered to prevent tarnish so would 
only need to be wiped off with a soft, dry cloth. Mine is an 
old one and I had it professionally polished after some paint 
was removed and then lacquer was applied. With years of 
use plus someone m istakenly using polish, that protective 
finish wore away. After it was cleaned and polished with a 
com m ercial brass cleaner available at hardw are stores 
and superm arkets, I sprayed on two coats of lacquer, dry­ 
ing between each of them . I held newspaper back of the 
part being sprayed to protect things nearby. — POLLY.
